What is disturbing about the 
Comaunists is not rapidity of action but total change of viewpoint. 

This indication cf a certain flexibility in their conceptions, as see 
from a non-Commrist point of view, becomes less significant when one 
tekes into sccourt the fact that except for certain very limited 
doctrinary points, what appears to the non-Communist as a principle is 
to the Communist only a tactical position. 
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TheCommunist policy at the moment is tocontinue in the Llopis Governe 
ment, to prevent at all costs the total abandonment of the thesis of 
republican legality Their insurrectional policies have a double 
purpose: to undermine the franquist rezime and to win over to 
commmism the Anarchist and Socialist masses; they encourage mass 
movements in places where comauniam is widespread and direct auch 
activities according to the Commmist line as far as possible. They 
attempt to monopolize the resistance movement snd to control the 
organized groups of active resisters. Although little is said abroad 
about the Consejo Nacional de la Resistencia, the Communists inside 
Spain are active in its promotion and are carefully preparing the role 
they intend to play when coordination or unification of resistance is 
achieved.
